Mercer has been one of the most 
trusted officials of the Union, being 
very enthusiastic and evidently 
working hard in its interests, and 
no one had taken the trouble to 
look over his transactions until a 
few days previous to Saturday's 
meeting, when suspicions began to 
be entertained. Some weeks pre- 
vious the members of the Union had 
agreed to purchase a carload of 
binder twine, and orders were re- 
ceived up to an amount of

WHEAT QUOTATIONS 
AND WHEAT GROPS 


Prices Higher in Canada Than in 
States—Huge American Harvest 
& is Forecasted 


Ever since 1911 the fates have con- 
spired to disprove the theory that reci- 
procity with the United States would 
have enriched the Canadian wheat- 
grower. For all but a few days of 
the crop year now drawing to a close, 
wheat prices have ruled higher at Win- 

eg than at Minneapolis and Duluth. 

© split between the Canadian and 

merican quotations on the same 

rades of grain has varied from day 

to day, but nearly all the time since 
September Ist, 1912, the Western 
Canadian farmer has had the advan- 
tage over the Western American far- 
mer, 

In 1911 the friends of the trade 
agreement with Washington took the 
ground that the United States as a 
producer of wheat had passed its best 
days and could no longer feed itself, 
and that this country would have to 
supply the deficiency. The response 
of the American farmer was the pro- 
duction in 1912 of the greatest wheat 
and corn crops in the country’s his- 
tory, and the consequent-piling up of 
an almost record quantity of wheat 
for export. According to the latest 
Chicago figures, since July 1st, 1912, 
the United States has exported one 
and a half times as much wheat as 
Canada. The approximate figures are: 
United States exports, 121,000,000 
bushels; Canadian exports, 88,000,000 
bushels. The United States still has 
reserves of 156,000,000 bushels from 
last year’s crop of which it can spare 
perhaps 90,000,000 bushels to meet the 
European demand. 


Crop of 1,000,000,000 Bushels 

The Washington Government crop 
report forecasts an American winter 
wheat harvest of 518,571,000 bushels 
for this year as compared with a crop 
of 399,919,000 bushels last year and 
430,656,000 bushels the year before. 
The American spring wheat crop has 
also been planted under favorable con- 
ditions, {s doing well and, barring ac- 
cldents, will break all records. In 
short, so bright is Che outlook that 
the largest grain house in Canada is 
prophesying a total American wheat 
crop of 1,000,000,000 bushels this sea- 
gon, against 730,000,000 in 1912, 621,- 
000,000 in 1911, 625,000,000 bushels In 
1910, 683,000,000 bushels in 1909, and 
664,000,000 bushels in 1908, 

These figures.do not encourage the 
view that the United States has 
reached its greatest development in 
the production of foedstuffs. The 
Americans have only begun to cultl- 
vate their vast stretches of semi-arid 
lands, and with the steady extension 
of scientific agriculture we are likely 
to witness still larger wheat crops in 
and wheat exports from the nelghbor 
ing country. For this reason the pro- 
posed reduction of the American duty 
on wheat from 25 to 10 cents a bushel 
will not benefit the Canadian grower 
who, thanks to the defeat of reclproc- 
ity, is still protected by the Canadian 
duty of twelve cents a bushel. 

Toronto Globe Agrees 

The Toronto Globe put the situation 
wef recently when it sald: “The re 
duction proposed in the duty on wheat 
will affect the Canadian producer very 
little now. The United States is pro- 
ducing too much surplus wheat in 
these days to afford us a profitable 
market there. With reserves on 
March 81st amounting to about 156,- 
000,000 bushels and a new winter crop 
coming in about the Ist of July which 
promises to greatly exceed that of a 
year ago, the United States is a huge 
exporter yet. With her new Irrigation 
methods there are large wheat areas 
yet untouched, There is promise that 
she will be a large exporter for many 
years to come.” This conclusion is 
supported by all the facts of the case. 


Mixed Farming 

A man cannot buy a section or two 
of Saskatchewan land and a traction 
engine and make money by raising 
grain alone, while buy!ng gasoline or 
ooal and neglecting all the other pos- 
sibilities of his farm, but one can 
att with a quarter or a half section 
( enough money to buy the neces: 
sary implements and a yoke of oxen, 
or a team of horses, along with a cow 
and a few hogs, chickens, ete, and 
soon become independent, if he proper- 
ly utilizes everything on the ground, 
and does not go unnecessarily into 
debt so as to become swamped with 
Interest. I personally know many such 
men who began in this way from five 
to ten years ago, who to-day are com- 
fortably off; worth between $10,000 
and $20,000, with practically no

Farmers Union Official 
In Trouble 


Conjinued from page 1 


Mercer as part payment for a horse 
for his own personal use, In con- 
nection with the purchase of the 
carload of flour some time ago 
it was shown that $786, at least, 
had been received from the members 
for flour, and $650 had been paid 
the Ellison Milling Coy. Deduct- 
ing $30 for freight, and some other 
charges, there still remains a con- 
siderable amount to be accounted 
tor. The illegal expenditure had 
commenced on the 14th — ot 
January or thereabouts, only two 
weeks after he had been made secre- 
tary. 

The report as may be expected, 
caused a profound sensation a- 
mong the members present. 

On being taxed with this Mercer 
first denied any irregularity, but 
on being further questioned, he ad- 
mitted that he had diverted some 
of the funds of the Union to his 
personal use, but that he would 
make everything right on Monday, 
Asked what security he would give 
for this, he said he had the money 
at his home, and that he would 
leave his horse and rig in Strathmore 
as security. It afterwards transpired 
that the horse was not completely 
paid for, and that the payments 
made had been made out of the 
Union funds. The amount he had 
at home, he stated, was $143. 
Some of the members were so much 
impressed with the plea that they 
put up further security for him. 
As ana Iditional sateguard, howevcr, 
Mr M. E. Sly was deputed to go 
out withhim and get the money, 
and take the rig back. 


THE MONDAY MEETING 


A special meeting of the Union 
was held on Monday afternoon to 
further consider Mr Sly’s audit. 
The auditor reported that he had 
gone out to Mercer's, had got $143 
and had taken back the horse and 
rig. He had not been able to make 
a full audit, as it would take several 
weeks before they could find all the 
persons that paid money to Mercer. 

However, he went over all the 
items, showing the expenditures 
and receipts since the beginning of 
the year, and deducting the $143 
received on Saturday, there was a 
deficit of $3g6 se far, 

A number of items were disputed 
by Mercer but no satisfactory ex- 
planation was given by him, and it 
appeared that even legitimate ex- 
penses had been paid without the 
knowledge of the Union. A dise 
transaction in connection with the 
first auction sale was disputed, but 
it was brought out by his own state- 
ment that he had kept the amount 
received trom the disc and 
made a_ prolit of $6 ona re-sale 
The president stated that the second 
instance was a piece of clever man- 
ipulation, but the first was just plain 
stealing. Asked by the president 
if there were no checks outstanding 
he said *Certainly not,” Then the 
president showed him a check for $21 
drawn by him in favor of a Mr Von 
Bibber, which had been presented 
at the local bank that day, and had 
teen stopped. He was very severe- 
ly cross-examined, and at last he 
admitted that be was guilty of tal- 
ing the Union's money, that he 
was very sorry, and that he would 
pay it back it they gave him a 
chance. He had $1oo in wages due 
trom the Rural Municipality of Bow 
Valley, which he would turn over 
to them and he had the job till 
the end of December of this year at 
the salary of $100 per month, and 
by the end of the year he would 
pay the Union everything. The 
majority of the members of the 
Union were in favor of accepting 
this, till it was pointed ont that if 
they did not prosecute they would 
be guilty of compounding a felony, 
and that they could not accept any 
money or note from him under color 
of bringi: g an action, 

The discussion then became very 
animated, Some of the members 
of the Union believed that the best 
course to take would be to hand 
him over to justice, and trust to the 
judges to recognise any extenuating 
circumstances that there were. Mr 
Sly stated that the fact of the 
thefts being committed from within 
a few weeks of his accepting the 
office of secretary showed that he 
was probably no novice in the game, 
and that he should be handed over 
to justice, ‘This remark was repudi- 
ated by some of the members, Mr 
Riley especially, Mr Crossley putina

WOOD-BLOCK PAVING 


Impreved Methods 

Very Satisfactory 
The paving of city streets with wood 
1in coming into favor, new meth- 
of layi.g the pavements making 
this one cf the most satisfactory of 
pavements. Vancouver's pave nts 
are largely of the same _ material. 
Eighty-two per cent of the .ew paving 
is wood-block, and Sas- 
katoon aad other Western towns are 
giving the wood-block paving the pre- 
ference, 

Bes. results are obtained from ree- 
tangular-shaper blocks cut from 
Southern or Norway pine which are 
thoroughly seasoned and creosoted. 
Tits latter process not only lengthens 
the life of the wood but reduces its 
absorptive capacity for water, thus 
Treventing the 
wood-fibres and reducing ite tendency 
to buckle. The most approved meth- 
od of lk ying this pavement used in 
London, New York, and other large 
cities, is to first make a  concret 
foundation four to six inches thick 
on which is laid a thin layer of sand, 
or better still, of moist Portland ce 
ment, into which the blocks are close 
ly set

inches in depth and must be free 
from defects Care must be taken

Hotel reopened, after being closed 
for about a couple of weeks. The

suspension of the license, but the 
fact that the furniture was removed 
be the Sheriff, under instructions 
from the Calgary Brewing Co. 

It appears that the Brewery has 
a mortgage on the hotel furniture 
dating from a considerable time 
back, and a little time after the 
King Edward Hotel changed hands 
they foreclosed on this mortgage 
and sent tne bailiff down from Cal- 
gary. He came down on a Wed- 
nesday afternoon, and by the even- 
ing everything movable had been 
taken out of the Maple Leat, every 
available teamster being employed. 

The bailiffs sale was advertised 
for last Saturday, and on that 
mornirg Mr Woolley, owner of the 
building, came to Strathmore with 
Mr J. G. Troy, and paid off the 
mortgage, amounting to over $4200 


The same day they commenced 
moving the furniture back, and 
were doing business by Monday 
forenoon. 


The course pursued by the bailiff, 
in removing the furniture from the 
building priorto the was it 
rather unusual one, and there is a 
prospect of legal proceedings in 
consequence, c 

One result of the proceedings of 
the last two weeks is that beer is 
now selling at roc per gluss, and 
there is said to be a probability that 
it may come down. still further. 

Prior to the seizure the Calgary 
Brewery was supplying the liquor to 
both hotels, but since the Maple 
Leaf re-opened it has been deriving 
its supplies from another brewery 
and cut the price to roc. the King

The drop in prices is 
reduction in the high cost of living 
that has taken place in Strathmore, 
but the benefit, of course, is limited 
to people with a thirst.
